“Philip Rhinelander is more to 
blame for the fool position that 
this young man has brought him- 
self into than the young man him- 
self.’ the lawyer asserted. a 

Mills said that for years the 
elder Rhinelander had neglected 
Leonard, citing as an instance the 
fact treat Philip Rhinelander 
never visited the boarding school 
in Connecticut during the tinre 
Leonard had attended there. Phil- 
ip Rhinelander never had sect eyes 
on any member of the Jones fam- 
ily, Mills said. 


Sent Lawyer to See Him. 


The plaintiff attorney made 
point of the absence from the 
court at any time of any member 
of Rhinelander’s family, while 
Alice had been supported by all 
of her kin. Mills pictured himself 
as the sole defender of his alleged- 
ly backward client. 

Citing further the father’s neg- 
lect, Mills said: “When the father 
found this boy of 18, with a mind 
below normal, living in a _ hote! 
with a woman, what did ‘he do?” 
He sent a lawyer to see 
of going himself.” 

Almost with the first 
of his burst of oratqry, 
Mills had indicated 
tinue for a day anda half, he 
appealed to the white jury on a 
basis of racial distinctions. 

‘Leonard will hail a verdict for 
the plaintiff as a prisoner on the 
steps of the scaffold hails a pardon 
from the Governor,’ Mills de- 
clared.

beseeching an alliance with a girl 
of the four hundred; or the daugh- 
ter of.a queen.” 

He declared that Alice had % 3 
sidered young Rhinelander to he 
her absolute slave and that she had 
thought that he was beine ken: 
away from her against his will. 
Mills said that she had belleved 
that until he had walked into tne 
courtroom at the start of the trial 
to prosecute the case; she hail he- 
HMeved that eventually he would re- 
turn to his liaison with her. That, 
Mills declared, was why the 4de- 
fense had wanted Rhinelander 
present at the trial. 

Defends Attitude. 

Referring to his client's degree 
of intelligence, Mills said: ‘I do 
not claim that Leonard Kip Rhine- 
lander is a fool, but it is a prob- 
lam how much intelligence he has.

PREACHER MURDERED, 
POLICE SEEK WOMAN 


Minneapolis Clergyman, Found 
Dead in Empty House, 
Was Chloroformed.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec. 
Convinced that the Rev. Knute B. 
Birkeland was murdered, police to- 
day sought to account for the'pres- 
j ones of the retired Lutheran min- 
ister \in the untenanted duplex 
house where his body was found 
late yesterngay. 

Efforts of the authorities were 
directed largely in a search for 3 
woman known as Mae Reynolds, 
who rented the apartment Nov. 
20, saying she planned to open a 
massa ge parlor, That day she 
bougnt some second-hand furniture 
und installed it. 

Dead from poison, the body of 
the clergyman was found fully 
clothed, his overcoat wrapped 
around him, stretched out on two 
kitchen tables, over which had 
been placed a folded quilt, a white 
bedspread and a sheet. A plHow 
was under his head. 

The Rev. Mr. Birkeland, who was 
69 years old, had been missing for 
a week, and a wide search for him 
had been instituted. Two. blocks 
from the house where his body was 
found yesterday his automobile 
was discovered the day of his dis- 
appearance. 

‘Dr. FB. T. Bell of the pathology 
department of the University of 
Minnesota reported after a post 
mortem examination that chloro- 
form or ether’ undoubtedly had 
caused death, whereupon the Coro- 
ner declared it was not a case of 
suicide or accident. On the man's 
cheek was a bruise and police be- 
lieve he was slugged, taken to tho 
apartment and chloroformed., 

The Rev. Mr. Birkeland former- 
ly was president of the Board of 
Trustees of Augsburg Seminary 
here. He retired from the active 
ministry 20 years ago, and since 
then met with considerable success 
in business as well as in literary 
work. He was widely known in 
the Northwest. 

He was in District Court at 4 
p. m. the day he disappeared while

Action by Otto Delayed. 

Fred M. Tate, special investiga- 
tor for the Attorney-General’s of- 
fice, was assigned tro the investiga- 
tion and on his reports announce- 
ment was made by Otto that the 
suit would be filed. There was 
some delay due to Otto’s retirement 
from the office. A week ago At- 
torney-General Gentry examined 
the evidence and conferred with 
assistants to whom Otto had dele- 
gated the work of preparation of 
the application to the Supreme 
Court.

Taking of Testimony Com-

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—Unless 
important new evidence should 
come to light from unex- 
pected quarter, the decision of the 
Congressional Committee of seven 
members, which has been investi- 
gating the official conduct of Fed- 
eral Judge George W. English of 
East St. Louis, will be based on 
the record as it now stands. 

At the end of a public session 
here yesterday, Chairman Boles an- 
nounced an adjournment of the 
committee subject to call of the 
chairman. The further meetings 
of the committee will be devoted 
to preparing a report of the in- 
vestigation for Congress, as directed 
by the joint resolution adopted last 
spring. Chairman Boles sald to- 


day he expected the report would 
be ready for submission during the 
first week of the session, which 
will open next Monday. 

Though the investigating com- 
mittee, in its personnel, is a sub- 
committee of the House Judiciary 
Committee, it was given a specia’ 
status by the resolution, in the 
passage of which both branches of 
Congress participated. Since the 
committee is thus functioning in- 
dependently, it is the intention of 
Chairman Boles to submit its re- 
port direct to the House of Repre- 
sentatives and not to the Judiciary 
Committee. This course has the 
approval of Representative Sum- 
mer, the ranking minority member 
of the investigating committee. 

Chairman DPrafting Report. 

Chairman Boies has atready be- 
gun drafting a report expressing 
his own conclusions from the evi- 
dence. This he will lay before his 
colleagues as the groundwork for 
the committee's report. If the 
committee is divided for and 
against a recommendation of im- 
peachment, there will, of course 
be two reports. Even if the,com- 
mittee ig unanimous one Way or 
the other. there may still be a ma- 
jority and a minority report if the 
decision is reached by radically dif- 
ferent methods of reasoning from 
the evidence. 

In Chairman Botes’ opinion, the 
report or reports of the committee 
will not be referred to any of the 
standing committees of the House, 
but will at once assume a privileged 
place on the House calendar. 

After hearing from Wayne BB. 
Wheeler, general counsel of the 
Anti-Saloon League, a summary of 
a letter written by Judge English 
to an Anti-Saloon League official, 
Chairman Boles expressed the view 
that the letter would add little, if 
anything, of value to the evidence 
already taken by the committee at 
St. Louis, Centralia, Ill., and Wash- 
ington. ' 

“The record appears to me to be 
complete,” said Chairman Boies, 
“without this letter and without 
any further testimony.” 

Lette? Not to Wheeler. 

Wheeler had been summoned to 
appear before the committee in the 
belief that the letter had been writ- 
ten to him. He was excusad from 
testifying after this informal ex- 
planation to the chairman that the 
communication was sent to F. Scott 
McBrid#, at that time the head of 
the Illinois Anti-Saloon League. 

The only witness at yesterday's 
hearing was Charles M. Polk, a St. 
Louls lawyer, who testified regard- 
ing the appointment of Charles B.

Better Business Bureau at Hear- 
ing of New Ordinance Be- 
fore Aldermen. 


Shrewd methods of auction 
criers in the sale of fake jewelry 


to an unsuspecting pubjic at prices 
far in excess of its value were re- 
lated to the Legislative Committees 
of the Board of Aldermen today 
by Better Business Burq@au .offi- 
clals in support of an ordinance 
which they are sponsoring for the 
licensing and regulation of auc- 
tioneers. 

The present city ordinance does 
not sufficiently regulate auction 
sales and permits transient auc- 
tioneers and irresponsible business 
firms to operate unmolested during 
the busy Christmas season in the 
same manner as it licenses the 
legitimate auctioneer to do busi- 
ness, the proponents of the new 
measure declaréd. 

The new ordinance provides that 
the Mayor may revoke an auction- 
eer's license on a showing of fraud, 
whiTé the present ordinance makes 
it necessary for an _ auctioneer 
dealing in spurious practices to.be 
convicted in court before his li- 
cense may be revoked. The new 
ordinance also has several other 
“teeth” designed to stamp out this 
class of auctioneer. 

Watch 21 Years Old. 

Kenneth W. Hood, manager of 
the merchandising department of 
the Better Business Bureau, ex- 
hibited several articles of jewelry 
which he had obtained from per- 
sons purchasing them in several 
downtown jewelry auction firms 
whose business is at its height at 
the present time.

SPIDER BINDS MOUSE 
WITH STRANDS; LIFTS 
ANIMAL INTO WEB 


American Nature Association 
Publishes Story of Fight 
Behind Kitchen Stove.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—A 
vouchsafed story of a long battie 
between an ordinary kitchen spider 
and a half-grown mouse, in which 
the spider won by tediously wrap- 
ping its strands around the mouse’a 
tailand eventually lifting it free of 
the floor into its web, has been 
added to the list of nature’s para- 
doxes by the American Nature As- 
sociation. 

The story, made public today by 
the association, was based on a re- 
port made to it by Martin J. Arvin 
of Indiana, who sald he first found 
the mouse caught in the, spider's 
web behind a leg of his kitchen 
range. 

When he first saw it in ths 
morning, the mouse was suspended 
with several] strands around its tail 
and was desperately scraping the 
floor with its fore feet. After fu- 
tile attempts to draw the mouse 
from the floor by throwing a web 
lariat around its neck, the spider 
took position at the base of the 
mouse's tail, where the skin was 
tender, and “evidently sunk its 
mandibles into the victim; which 
was. noticed to flinch several 
imes.”* 

Returning home in the evening. 
Arvin said, he found the mouas, 
‘hen dead, lifted into the web an 
inch above the floor. Things re- 
mained undisturbed until the fol- 
lowing morning. when the moure 
had been raised one and three- 
quarter inches.

German wives, out of Cologne. 

Treaties must be more than words, else they are 
scraps of paper, indeed. They should register meth- 
ods, impulses, world tendencies. They promise most 
of permanence when they are signed for free and 
equal nations, not driven through by the logic of de- 
feat. It was thus the work of Locarno was done. The

And to the ques- 
tion, “Who builds stronger than a mason, a ship- 
wright or a carpenter?” the same wight had a ready 
answer: “A gravemaker; the houses that he makes 
last till doomsday.” He laughed, sang and jested at 
his trade, but had pride in it withal. If he had been 
asked to go on strike he would have cried: “A pes- 
tilence on such bargainings. Think you me mad, 
thus to insult my honorable pursuit?” At least, that’s 
the poetic aspect of the question. 
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ORDER IN INDUSTRY. 
The report of Secretary of Labor Davis, calling 
attention to the fact of overproduction in certain 
lines of industry, restlting in inability to sell the 


product and reduction in labor time with a corre- 
sponding curtailment of jobs and wages, is a welcome 
step towards that necessary publicity that must pre- 
cede any remedy for the existing industrial chaos. 

Long ago, economic writers, mostly socialistic, 
pointed out that this lack of knowledge of how much 
product could be sold or consumed, this go-as-you- 
please method of starting new industries or building 
up others, with no regard for the outcome, under the 
belief that the world’s markets were limitless, would 
become ruinous. Of course, the Socialists demanded 
Government operation as a remedy. Russia is trying 
that experiment, with very doubtful results, and cer- 
tainly with the danger of destroying individual ini- 
tiative and freedom. 

But we must do whatever is possible, maintaining 
such initiative and freedom, to bring order in indus- 
try and put an end to the present economic evils. And 
publicity is manifestly the first step. When men 
who intend to start in business or industry, or who 
are seeking employment or looking for investment, 
know what industries or branches of business are 
overloaded, either as to production or as to the pos- 
sibility of employing workers, some adjustment will 
be possible. By keeping the fact, before the coal 


miners and the <0 example, that this is an 
overworked, overmanned industry, we may expect to 
see a gradual thinning out of workers, and the inaug- 
uration of a system among owners that will be bene- 
ficial to all. If this results in concentration, {t must 
be borne as long as the consuming public’s interest {Is 
safeguarded by the proper measures.

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GUARDING HEALTH OF MIDDLE-AGED. 


lem of safeguarding the health of men and women 
around 50 years of age, with the object of ascertain- 
ing, if possible, why, for example, the percentage of 
deaths from diseases of the heart, arteries, and kid- 
neys in the age-group 45 to 65 years is more than 
three times as great as the percentage of the group 
20 to 29 years of age.

HAMILTON, Ill., Dee. 2.—Al- 
though he has passed in the flesh, 
the spirit of George Upp, the paint- 
er, still lives on in the quiet beauty 
of the retreat he established years 
ago in the heart of these opulent 
Illinois grain fields.

N a log cabin on a farm in Can- 
| ada, in 1838, was born the boy 

who was destined to become an 
“empire builder.” 

His destiny definitely had taken 
control of him when he _ stepped 
from a Mississippi River packet at 
St. Paul in 1856 and took the first 
job that came his way, clerking in 
a steamship company’s office. 

From 1867 to 1871 he was freight 
agent of the St. Paul & Pacific 
Railroad. During these years 
“Jim” Hill was studying the prob- 
lem of transportation from the “in- 
side,”” which later enabled him to 
blaze a trail for transportation 
reaching from Buffalo to Asia. 

Leaving that job, he launched in- 
to business for himself. With a flat- 
bottomed boat he established regu- 
lar service from St. Paul to the 
Manitoba ports, 

The first venture in railroading 
in Minnesota, the St. Paul and 
Pacific was almest 500 miles long 
with a land grant of 2,500,000 acres. 
But under the management of Rus- 
sell Sage and his associates it had 
collapsed under a debt of $33,000,- 
000. 

Hill secured control of the bank- 
rupt road and changed the name 
to “St. Paul, Minnesota & Mani- 
toba.”” In 1883 it became known 
as the “Great Northern,” and Hill, 
elected general manager, began to 
push the rails westward at the rate 
of a mile a day, at a cost of $33,- 
000 a mile. 

The “streak of rust and right-of- 
way” which reached Puget Sound 
in 1893 opened up 65,000,000 acres 
of land, and “Yem Hell,” as the 
Swedish settlers called him, be- 
came an empire builder. He built 
a fleet of steamships for the com- 
mercial invasion of Asia and an- 
other on Lake Superior, with grain 
elevators at Buffalo which, by his 


system of steam and rail, went 
straight to the Orient. 
The Great Northern Railroad 


early acquired title to vast areas 
of valuable mineral lands in Mon- 
tana, Idaho and Washington. 


May, 1901, witnessed the titanic | 


struggle of railroad giants. The 
Hill-Morgan group of the Great 
Northern acquired a leading inter- 
est in the Northern Pacific. con- 
trolled by the Harriman-Rockefell- 
er group, and attempting to bring 
the two lines under one ownership
